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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1 , applicant argues that the 
combination of Kubby and Campbell does not disclose "...a suspended cantilever beam having an upper and a lower face in thermal 
contact with a bubble forming liquid, said beam being parallel with a plane of said nozzle plate". The examiner does not see where Kubby 
discloses a resistive heater element arranged parallel with the nozzle plate, figure 2 discloses a suspended portion over a cavity, and thus 
the introduction of Campbell is necessary. It is suggested the applicant point out in the specification and explain where Kubby discloses a 
heater element arranged parallel with the nozzle plate. 

However Kubby discloses suspending one or more heating elements within the ejector, whereby liquid ink to be nucleated and ejected is 
allowed to flow on two sides of the heating element, for the purpose of dissipating heat efficiently and enables the ejection of liquid ink 
itself to act as a cooling system (Column 1 , Line 65 - Column 2, Line 16) 

Campbell discloses a heating structure being parallel with a plane of the nozzle plate, for the purpose of greatly reducing, or eliminating, 
cavitational damage to the heater (Figures 1-3, Column 2, Lines 12-16; Column 5, Lines 30-33). 

It would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to combine Kubby and Campbell to suspend a cantilever beam having an 
upper and a lower face in thermal contact with a bubble forming liquid, said beam being parallel with a plane of the nozzle plate, for the 
purpose of dissipating heat efficiently and eliminating cavitational damage to the heater. 
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
